THEIR FUTURE TRAINING. 


ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY'S 
DISCUSSION, 

The training of research workers was dis- 
cussed by some mien of science at a meeting 
of the Royal Dublin Society which was held 
yesterday afternoon at Leinster House. 

Professor John Joly, D. Se., F. R. S., Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Society, occupied the chair. In his 
opening remarks he said that Germaay owed 
her economic conquests to the attention she 
had paid to the training of research students. 
In these countries an indifference, or even an 
actual prejudice towards scientific education 
and culture is so common as to amount to 
almost a national characteristic, It is to be 
found in the highest educational, as well as in 
business, circles. One effect of it ia the con- 
tinual output from our universities and col- 
leges of men who know little or nothing about 
either the economic value or the mathetic of 
cultural claims of science. The very root of 
our economic and, indeed, of many of our 
military troubles can be traced to this. For, 
if those who come ultimately to sit in high 
places are so trained, what encouragement of 
research can be hoped for? We may hope that 
this war will at least leave us better off in 
this one particular. There will result some 
national appreciation of the imestimable ‘bene- 
fits, economic ‘and educational, which science 
and scientific research can confer. We owe it 
to those young men who have broken off their 
studies to help us against the enemy, as well 
as\to the nation, at large, to consider how the 
training of youth can best be directed into the 
great object of intelligent inquiry into the 
laws of nature. 

SCIENCE FOR CHILDREN. 

Professor J. A. McClelland, D. Sc., F. R.., 
opened the discussion of the subject. He is of 
opinion that no great amount of thought has 
been given in the past to the training of the 
research worker. Occasionally a reformer has 
arisen, but he has usually been a man with a 
hobby. We have certainly not had sufficient 
exchange of ideas on science teaching. — Dr. 
McClelland divides the years of study aha train- 
ing inte three periods: under 15 years of age, 
between 15 and 18 years of age, over 18 years. 
Should you teach science to boys and girls of 
less than 15 years of age?’ Hé thinks that you 
saould teach science before this age, but that 
you should take care that it is the proper type 
of science. Botany, geology, astronomy, supply 
subjects that can surely be taught to very young 
children, simply because they cannot fail to be 
them If we begin to deal with 
the constitution of air and weter, the measure- 
ment of quantities of heat and such maiters 
at an early age he is not certain that we are 
likely to have much success. For pupils below 
the age of 14 or 15 years, he, therefore, suggests 
that our science teaching shoud not be too de- 
tailed, and that our main object should be 
to develop observation and am inquiring turn 
of mind. Above the age of 15 years we should 
select" a courte of study which will OY teach 
accuracy of work; (2) give a training in reason- 
ing; G) lay a proper foundation for further 
study. He is entirely in favour of having for 
this secondary period one compulsory course of 
science study rather than the study of physics in 
one school, of chemistry in another, botany in 
a third, and so on. The course should be 
selected so as to give a due amount of labora- 
tory work, a due amount of theoretical reason- 
ing, and the different portions of it should 
hang well together. De. McClelland wants to 
seo the same principle followed in other 
branches of education as well as in science. 
For Years, he says, we have been adding on 
subject after subject until our school pro- 
grammes are hopelessly overcrowded. We 
must simplify our school work, and we can only 
d» so by teaching only those subjects which 
are nocessary to develop certain faculties, and 
by leaving acquisition of information in other 
subjects to a later period. What is gained 
by having a commercial course in our secondary 
schools? He agrees that the boy gets 
acquainted with business terms and business 
methods; but, if the boy were well educated 
and had his faculties well developed, he would 
soon acquire this information when he @ ok up 
same line of business. Mathematics, languages 
8 classics, should be sufficient for school 


work, 
THE INQUIRING MIND. 

The remarks Dr. McClelland offered regarding 
the period after 18 years of age referred more 
to University students than to students of the 
higher technical school. He thinks that the 
first year’s work should remain as it is at 
present, not too specialised, and that mathe- 
matics should be an important part of the 
work. After the first vear the student, if he 
aims at honour standard, should devote most of 
his time to the subject in which he is special- 
ising. He does not think that the student can 
take any part in research before the end of his 
third year, certainly not in the case of subjects 


which are rather heavy on the theoretical side. | 


It is important, however, that the student dur- 
ing his second and third years should spend his 
time in an atmosphere of research, and that 
his work should have special reference to recent 
advances in his subject. We can, Dr. McCel- 
land thinks, introduce considerable im prove- 


ments in our methods of laboratory work. If 


the student has not carried out somebody's 
method of doing something it does not really 
matter. If he is well trained in overcomin ex- 
perimental difficulties he can always send up 
the method when he wants to use it. It is 
after three years of study that the duty of the 
University towards research becomes really im- 
portant. Provision should be made to enable 
all promising students of science to do a 
post-graduaze course of research even if 
they do not intend to devote their time 
to research work. One year of research work 
will produce a more permanent effect on them 
than all their previous work. we train a 
large number in this way, no harm is done if 
some of them turn to other pursuits. On the 
contrary, much good may follow. Some of 
them may become politicians, and others may 
attain to positions of power as directors of 
education, and in this way the influence of 
scientific research may become more general], 
Before Dr. McClelland concluded, he said a word 
or two specially about the mathematica] training 
of research workers. He is of opinion that re- 
search work in many subjects is suffering more 
from the bad mathematical training of the 
worker than from ay other cause. We pro- 
vide pass and honour classes in mathematics. 
The work of the pass class is not enough for 
the man of the honour type in science, and the 
honour mathematics is too much and too 
elaborate for his purpose. The student of 
science who wants to know mathematics so as 
to use them in his work is really not catered 


LEISURE FOR PROFESSORS. 

Professor 8 Young was the next 
speaker. He thinks that University professors 
have such an enormous amount of teaching 
work and so much administrative work that 
their timo and energy are entirely taken up. 
When he was in a German University the chiof 
professor gave a lecture in the morning on 
elementary chemistry; and for the rest the 
day he was freé to carry out his own research 
work, or to direet the research of others. At 
the same time, he thinks, the German method 
does not succeed perfectly; there is a tempta- 
tion to leave too much in the hands of students, 
and the result is disastrous.

QUICK DECISION NECESSARY. 

Before we can take full advantage of the 
enormous resources at the command of the 
Allies, there must be some means of arriv- 
ing at quicker and readier decisions, and 
of carrying them out. There must be more 
real consultation between the men whe 
matter in the direction of affairs. There 
must be less ef the feeling that each coun- 
try has got its own front to look. after. 
The policy of the common front must be a 
reality, as it is on the other side. 

I take advantage of the beginning of the new 
Administration to emphasise this, because 1 
belive it is the one essential to a great victory 
and the curtalimont of the period before victory.

Mr. ASQUITH—It is very desirable that this 
should be known. It is the inflexible, un- 
written rule of the Cabinet, that no member

Mr. LLOYD GEORGE--I am very much ob- 
liged to my right hon. friend for reminding me 
that that i®so. That indicates what a real 
difference there is between the War Com- 
mittee and the Cabinet. In the War Com- 
mittee full record is taken of every decision, 
and the minutes are sent ro to each mem- 
ber for correction. The matters dealt with 
there are just as confidential ae—I might say 
even more confidential than—the vast majority 
of questions decided in the Cabinet. 

THE NEW MINISTRIES. 

I come to another point which has caused 
some dismay—the new Ministries. But each 
Minister answers for his department exactly in 
the same way as under the old system. Bach 
Minister is accountable for his department, and 
the Government as a whole is accountable to 
Parliamentary control. The control of Parlia- 
ment always has been, and must be, supreme; 
because it represents the nation, and there is 
not the slightest attempt to derogate from the: 
complete control of Parliament which is re- 
sponsible to the nation. My right hon. friend, 
the Home Secretary, in introducing the bill, 
and the Leader of the House, subsequently, 
gave a very detailed account of the public work 
of the new Ministries. The Ministry of Labour 
has been urged for thirty years by organised 
Labour unions, and my experience in the Minie- 
try of Munitions has taught me that it ia de- 
sirable that there should be a. department 
which is not altogether in the position of an 
employer, whenever there is a dispute about 
labour or wages. I hi that this department 
will net confine itself simply to disputes, which 
is but a small part of the industrial problem, 
with which it has te do. I hope it will be- 
céme in a real sense a Ministry of Labour. At 
the Ministry of Munitions 1 had the duty to 
get up something which is known as the 
Welfare department, to make labour con- 
ditions better, and to make labour less repel- 
lent and more attractive and healthy. A num. 
ber of vory able volunteers are organising that 
department. I am glad to say they 
the Society of Friends—(cheers)—who, 
they have a rooted objection to war, 
never declared that during this war they nid 
not take part in national work, They sre 
working hard in this department—(cheara)— 
and I am hoping that this department is t- 
ing the mobilisation of labour for the gurpose 
of the war 

SHIPPING. 

My right hon. friend has already indicated 
to the House what we propose to do with re- 
gard to shipping. It was never so vital to the 
lite of the nation as now during this war. it 
is the jugular vein, which, if severed, would 
destrey the life of the nation. 

We are taking over all the ships of this 
country practically on the same. conditions 
as we have taken over the railways, so 
that during the war shipping will be 
nationalised in the real sense of the term. 

The prodigious profits which were made out 
of the freights has contributed in no small 
moasure to the high price of commedities. One 
of the greatest shippers in the United Bing- 
dom has undertaken to conduct this gest 
enterprise for the welfare of the country. He 
is now in conference with the Admiralty, and 
I hope soon to inform the House of the plans he 
recommends to be taken, not merely 
for the taking of the ships already in the coun- 
try, but for the speedy construction of more— 
(cheers)—so as to make up the wastage which, 
1 think, is inevitable during a great war, 
especially when you are dealing with those 
piratical methods which characterise mari- 
time policy of the German Empire. In this 
case the Governmeút say, as the late Govern- 
nient said, that they are dealing with a national 
commodity, which is essential to the life of 
the nation; and, I think, they are right. 
position is being carefully considered, and we 
shall be able to place our plans bg@fore the 
House before we separate. 


THE FOOD PROBLEM. 

Now, I must say something about food. The 
food problem is a grave problem, and would 
become graver unless not only the Government, 
but the nation, were prepared to grapple with 
it without loss of time. 

The main facts are that the available 
harvests of the world have failed.

it, without this we shall not be able te 

pull threugh. . 
The mere haphazard supply and demand will 
not accomplish what is necessary to save the 
nation within the time that it is eassen- 
tial it should be accomplished. It 
is not a question of years. It is 
a question of months; perhaps of weeks, 
and unless not only more of the material re- 
sources of the country, but the labour of the 
country, is used to the best advantage, and 
every man is called upon to render such services 
to the State as he can best give, victory may 
be beyond our reach. 


A SIMPLE PROBLEM. 

The problem with which we are confronted 
is a simple one. Nearly a year ago we decided 
that in order to maintain our armies in the 
field the nation must have complete control over 
all iis military resources in men. But it is im- 
possibie to take men into the Army without 
taking them from civil employment, and it is 
our object to establish such a system of re- 
cruiting as will ensure that no man is taken into 
the Army who is capable of rendering more 
useful service in industry. (Cheers.) To com- 
plete our plans and to have the organisation 
of our national resources perfect, we ought to 
have. power to see that every man who is not 
taken into the Army, whatever his position or 
rank, is feally employed on work of national 
importance. For instance, I was constantly ap- 
pealed to, when Secretary for War, to release 
men for agricultural work. We were quite pre- 
pared to do so, but there was absolutely no 
guarantee, if they were released, that they 
would be used for — purposes. The 
moment they were released from the Army they 
were free to go to munition works or to any 
other work where they thought they could sell 
their labour to the best advantage. We could 
not be sure that these men would be used for 
agricultural purposes. We must have that as 
surance. There is a considerable number of 
people skilled in tillage, but, although they are 
not producing food, we cannot employ them. 1 
believe there are scores, if not hundreds of 
thousands of cases of that kind, which, if you 
could utilise them to the best advantage, would 
produce great quantities of food in this country. 

THE AGRICULTURAL’ DIFFICULTY. 

The difficulty in agriculture is skilled men. 

You may have two or three skilled men on a 

icular farm, but you may have other farms 
where there are no skilled men at all. Would 
u mot be possible for the skilled men to look 
after, noí one, but several farms, which could 
be @orked with the aid of unskilled men and 
women”

UNIVERSAL NATIONAL SERVICE.

The War Cabinet has adopted the conclusion 
come to by the War Council, and plans for 
earrying it into effect have y been pre- 
pared.

A PERSONAL NOTE. 

I end, with one personal note. May I say— 
any I say it with all sincerity—that it was one 
of the deepest regreis in my life that 1 parted 
with the right hon. gentleman opposite (Mr. 

Some of his friends know how 1 
strove to avert it for years. I served under the 
right hon. gentleman, and I never had a kinder 
or more indulgent chief. If there were any 
faults of temper they were entirely mine, and I 
have no doubt I must have been very difficult 
(Laughter.) No man hes greater ad- 
miration for his brilliant intellectual gifts, and 
no man was happier to serve under him than

of serious differences. It was with deep, 
genuine grief that I felt it to be necessary to 
tender my resignation to my right hon. friend. 
But there are moments when personal and party 
considerations must sink into actual insignifi- 
cance, and if m this war I have given scant 
heed to the call of Party—and so I have—it has 
been because I realised from the moment whea 
the Prussian cannon hurled death at a peace- 
able and inoffensive little country that a chal- 
lenge had been sent to civilisation to decide an 
issue higher than Party, deeper than uy 
wider than all Parties—-an issue upon the settle- 
ment of which will depend the fate of men in 
this world generations after existing parties 
will be fallen like dead leaves on the highway.

NOVEL CONDITIONS. 

It very soon beeame apparent that in all 
three domains, military, naval, and economic, 
we and the Allied Powers had to confront en- 
tirely novel conditions on the seas. It took « 
cemparatively short time for our Navy to clear 
the seas of the crwisers and armed merchant- 
men which were preying on our commerce, 
and the Germans Bá very rarely given our 
sailors the pleasure of an open fight. But 
there has been the development of the mine 
and submarine, and even that development 
would have been far less formidable had it not 
been accompanied by the violation of the estab- 
lished conventions and practices of international 
law. Much has been done in. the course of the 
last eighteen months to minimise the danger, 
and for months past we have been anxiously 
engaged in providing armament for our mer- 
chant ships, which is the best, and in the long 
run the most effleient safeguard. (Cheers.) 


THE BLOCKADE. 

But important as that is, it does not compare 
with the vital duty of our Pleet—the mainten- 
ance of the blockade. To enable it to do that. 
the number of auxiliary vessels has been multi- 
plied in the two years to enormous dimensions: 
Complaints have been made that owing to in- 
dolence the blockade was not so strong as it 
should be. But I rejoice to see it is stil] in the 
capable hands of the noble lord, the Under 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, and the evidence 
which comes from many different countries is 
irresistible, and even overwhelming, that it is 
the steady and ever tightening pressure exer- 
cised by our Navy which is sapping the springs 
of German vitality, and urging the hopes and 
thoughts of the mass of the German people in 
the direction of peace. 


FINANCE. 

With regard to finance, we had to deal with 
unexampled conditions. We have as our enemy 
two Central Powers, which are geographically 
contiguous, and on the economic side to a large 
extent mutually self-supporting, and, in par- 
ticular, were equipped at the outset of the war. 
They also had the advantage of working the 
war on interior lines. Exactly the reverse has 
been our case. The power of importing goods 
has been, particularly in the case of France 
and Belgium, largely curtailed. Gigantic im- 
ports of food and munitions and hundreds of 
other necessities of war have been made from 
neutral countries, and for the transport of 
these commodities Great Britain has thade her- 
self responsible. There has been no breakdown 
in the performance of the task—a task 
go wtiprecedented that it reflects great 
credit on the department responsible. 
It is wholly composed of volunteers, the greatest 
experts in the industries of the country, who 
have given unstintedly their time and energies 
to the public, without notoriety and without 
reward. (Cheers.) Therefore, I trust and be- 
lieve that in the reorganisation of some of the 
de ments, and in the creation of new ones, 
full use will continue to be made of this in- 
valuable reservoir of organised voluntary effort. 
You cannot get on without it. It has been to 
us one of ths most invaluable auxiliaries to the 
responsible task of carrying on the work. The 
prospect, both with regard to finance and trans- 


port, is, in my judgment, serious, but it is not

Appeal by the Society of Friends. © 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES.) 

Sir. 1 would be glad if you would kindly allow 
me, through your columns, to draw attention to a 
much-needed work of belp and dealing that is being 
done by the Keligious Society of Friends at the 
present time in relieving the hapless relugees who 
fed into Kussia at the tame of the German mrasten 
of lolena. these people poured into the iar-oil 
Kusslan towns and wages in counties thousands, 
and their number probaviy exceeds weil over three 
mitiions. The accommodation avadabie for such a 
muitutude was, needless to say, totally inadequate; 
the people were herded like sheep into pens; sickness 
and dwesase soon broke out, and the necessarics of 
life became very scarce.

Mr. Bartt writes:—“One day we visite two 
rooms, into which seventy-five refagees were crowded.

FOOD PRODUCTION IN IRELAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Six. -I was glad to read Mr. Preston's letter 
in your columns to-day. I regret that at the 
Shelbourue Hotel meeting on Friday we had 
not a representative of the trade of fertilisers. 
‘ithe meeting was informal and hastily sum 
moned, the situatign being urgent. Une or two 
of the leading men connected: with this trade 
wero unavoidably prevented from attending. 
I have been in close touch with the Sulphate 
of Ammonia Association, the Fertilisers’ Asso- 
ciation, and some of the leading manufacturers 
of basic slag, and I fully endorse what Mr. 
Preston states, and agree that in the case of 
sulphate of ammonia there is a very large 
supply available if farmers will use it. The 
dimeulty, héwever, appears to be that“ sulphate 
of ammonia does not act unless in conjunction 
with potash, and artificial potash cannot be 
obtained. Where there is a sufficient supply of 
potash in the soil sulphate of ammonia would 
appear to be a very valuable fertiliser both for 
grass lands and crops. It would be desirable 
that farmers should. have some expert advice 
on the use of fertilisers. The Government could 
arrange for the supply of large quantities of 
basic slag, and they might also make arrange- 
ments for its transport across the sea at rates 
which are not prohibitive. But unless arrange- 
ments are made for the supply of fertilisers at a 
moderate price before the new year, I am 
afraid it will be too late to apply them to the 
extent to which they might be used. 
There is no doubt that, with an ample supply 
of fertilisers, production could be tremendously 
increased in Ireland. I advise Irish farmers to 
bring all the pressure they can on the Govern- 
ment in relation to this question. They should 
hold public meetings and discuss the subject in 
every district. Do not wait and see any 
longer. I think it would be very desirable, now 
that the ball has been set rolling, if a larger 
and more representative meeting could be held 
in Dublin. I feel sure that, if the Royal Dublin 
Society were approached, they might consent to 
ceall such a meeting in their theatre, and invite 
representatives from all Ireland of agriculturists 
and trades allied to agriculture. Probably by 
the time such a meeting could be organised we 
shall know what the policy of the Government 
is going to be, and this could be fully discussed. 
The opinion of such a meeting would be of great 
assistance to the Government departments who 
are dealing with this subject.—Yours, etc., 
Rosert Sanvers.
